HEAVY JAPANESE LOSSES 


BANDOENG (JAVA), Sunday.— 
Japanese landings were carried out at 
three points on the north coast of 
Java during the night, it is officially 
announced. These points are in 
Bantam Province, west oí Batavia, in 
the neighbourhood of Indramaya, 
about 120 miles east of Batavia and 
forty miles west of Cheribon, and at 
Rembang, about half-way between 
Semarang and Sourabaya. 

Allied naval and air forces were 
active throughout the night, attacking 
the invaders and inflicting heavy 
Josses. Despite the dispersal of their 
armada, the Japanese succeeded “in 
getting something like fifty transports 
to these shores.. During last night and 
early to-day Japanese advance guards 
—crack troops, well trained in landing 
from the sea—stormed ashore. It is 
not known how many troops succeeded 
in landing. Estimates so far received 
—and they are all unofficial—put the 
number between a few thousand and 
as many as four divisions. The Allied 
forces are resisting the invasion with 
all their might. Night and day—the 
air over Java throbs to the drone of 
‘planes. 

Reports so far received show that 
during the last twenty-four hours 15 
Japanese transports were sunk or set on 
fire, while six others were seriously 
damaged. Men attempting to land from. 
barges were mown down by fighters. 
Admiral Helfrich’s navy continues to 


inflict losses on warships and transports. 


The situation at the moment is con- 
fused. The Japanese, as was to be 
expected, chose for their landings points 
where the networks of small rivers and 
coastal roads connect with each other. 
Last night, when it was learned that 
the invasion had begun, the oil installa- 
tions at Tjapoe, thirty-five miles from 
the scene of the landing in the Rembang 
area—the last remaining big oil-produc- 
ing area in the Netherlands Indies— 
were ‘‘ scorched”? with the usual 
thoroughness. 

BATAVIA, Sunday—The following 
communiqué was issued to-day by the 
Headquarters of the Netherlands -East 
Indies Forces:— 

‘Enemy troops have landed -in 
North-west Bantam and in the Bay of 
Indramaya, while furthermore a strong 
landing fleet started landing in the 
latter part of the night over a wide 
front of a part of the coast about ó0 
kilometres east of Rembang. 

The landing in the district of 
Bantam was opposed by Allied 
naval forces. On that occasion a 
Netherlands destroyer was engaged by 
two Japanese cruisers. The WNether- 
Jands warship fought fiercely until, in 
the end, it was beached in a sinking 
condition. Both the other landing 
fieets were attacked by our air forces 
throughout the night and losses were 
inflected upon the enemy. The Nether- 
land bombing attacks are still continu- 
ing. Netherlands and American sub-

marines also came into action against

SHIPS LOST 


Information now available permits 
the conclusion that off Rembang one 
transport was sunk and another 
damaged as a result of bombing 
attacks. Off Indramaya four direct 
hits were scored by the Air Force on 
a warship, which blew up. A direct 
hit was scored on a vessel of 6,000 
tons, which burst into flames. Five 
direct hits and several near misses 
were scored on two vessels, one direct 
hit on a cruiser and direct hits on 
four transport ships, while finally a 
near miss was scored on another 
cruiser. 

Units of the Royal Netherlands 
Indies Army are offering fierce resist- 
ance at the three points where the 
enemy lands. As a landing in the 
vicinity was obviously meant to secure 
the oil of Tjapoe, the oil field and 
refineries were demolished last night. 
The enemy has infiltrated from Palem- 
bang in a northerly direction, and is 
meeting stubborn resistance on the part

Netherlands East Indies troops are 
carrying out an offensive against the 
Japanese landing forces, it was offi- 
cially announced.

Necessary 
destructions at vital points which are 
threatened by infiltrating units have 
been carried out. In spite of the 
heavy losses which Allied 'planes in- 
flicted on the Japanese landing fleet 
near Hindramaju, a rather great part 
of the plains from Rawang are at 
present in Japanese hands.”’

RESULT OF JAVA SEA 
ENGAGEMENT

by Japanese Imperial Headquarters 


are :— 

BATAVIA, Sunday.—A communiqué 
issued by the Dutch East Indies Naval 
Department reads:—‘‘ Regarding the 
sea battle which took place in the 
Java Sea in the afternoon of February 
27 and February 28, it appeared from 
various reconnaissance reports that an 
enemy transport fleet, the main body 
of which consisted of more than 40 
ships, was heading for Eastern Java. 
Accompanying the transport fleet 
were groups of sea forces, while the 
whole was covered by a stron 
Japanese fleet proceeding from north 
to south, and consisting of approxi- 
mately twenty men-of-war, amongst 
which were heavy cruisers with 8-inch 
guns. The order was given to a part 
of the Allied squadron operating in 
the eastern part of the Java Sea to 
attack the enemy, in order to inflict as 
much damage on him ag possible and 
to attempt to slow down the. landing 
which was expected to take place. As 
it was impossible, however, to attack 
the enemy convoy without making 
contact with the Japanese forces 
covering it, the enemy fleet, although 
considerably stronger and larger than 
the Allied forces, was engaged. In the 
course of the late afternoon a fierce 
artillery engagement developed, which 
started when the opposing fleets were 
still at a distance of 124 miles from 
each other. During the fight. de- 
stroyer attacks were also launched 
from both sides. 


SHIPS SUNK 

“In this phase of the sea battle 
only one of the Allied cruisers received 
damage of any importance. Although 
the damage was only temporary, it, 
nevertheless, forced this cruiser to 
Moreover, one 
of our destroyers was hit by an enemy 
salvo and sank. As a result of the 
artillery fire of the Allied ships, which 
hit the enemy forces several times, a 
large Japanese cruiser caught fire. 
Another cruiser of 68-inch guns 
received considerable 
damage, and a third heavy cruiser was 
sunk. It was observed that at least 
three Japanese destroyers were left 
behind either burning or sinking by 
the enemy fleet, which continued to 
steam on at high speed. 

“During the action at night, two 
Netherlands cruisers made contact with 
the enemy and went down fighting. 


The ships had received. strict orders 


from the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Navy to attack the enemy by all 
means, even at the cost of the ships, 
so as to inflict as much harm on the 
enemy as possible before he could start 
landings on Java. The reports received 
indicate that both Netherlands war- 
ships sank as the result of torpedo 
hits. The possibility 1s not excluded 
that, in the course of their very gallant 
and daring action, against a superior 
enemy, they advanced into a line of 
Japanese submarines. In the course 
of the battle, which was fought west 
of the island of Bali, the enemy trans- 
port fleet retreated to the north, while 
the enemy’s sea forces were caught in 
different directions by the Allied sea 
forces.” 


TOKYO VERSION 

TOKYO, Sunday.— An Imperial 
Headquarters communiqué issued this 
afternoon states:-—-‘‘ Reports received 
up to early this morning on the results 
of the sea battle between Japanese and 
Allied naval forces in Sourabaya waters 
on February 27 and ‘28 indicate that

BREAD POSITION 
DAILY DELIVERIES EFFORT 


The bread position in Dublin did not 
improve during the week-end. Rather 
did the inequality of distribution seem 
more pronounced, and in some districts 
charitable organisations brought plain 
cake to households which were unable 
to obtain sufficient bread to last until 
breakfast time this morning. 


No official move has so far been... 


made to institute any organised ration- 
ing scheme, but the Department of 
Supplies announced on Saturday that 
the Minister had “caused a special 
investigation to be made into the 
position.” It was found generally, 
said the statement, that difficulties 
which had arisen were confined mainly 
to bakers’ shops, and were “due to 
over-anxiety on the part of the 
customers of these shops to purchase 
their tj femal 

Special arrangements are to be made 
by bakers to maintain more frequent 
deliveries of bread to their shops so as 
to meet all reasonable demands 
throughout the day, and, concludes the 
statement, the public who normally 
purchase bread at bakers’ shops should, 
therefore, have no difficulty in getting 
supplies at any time during shopping 
hours. 

An Irish Times reporter was informed 
last night that, at least, one bakery 
in Dublin is preparing its own ration 
cards, and may attempt to introduce 
a rationing scheme for its own cus- 
tomers. The authorities, it was held, 
failed to realise that many people do 
not normally purchase all their bread 
from the one shop. These people are 
now being refused bread in all the 
shops with which they formerly dealt, 
and, just as in the case of the unofficial 
cigarette rationing scheme, some people 
are getting all they want, and others 
are being left without. 


BELFAST A “DRY” CITY 
SHORTAGE OF LIQUOR 


Belfast is rapidly becoming a “dry 
city.” Imports of English and Scotch 
beer are restricted to 40 per cent. of 
normal supply Stout has always 
been the Belfast working man’s 
favourite drink, and the amount of 
beer that the average shipyard worker 
can obtain has about as much effect 
on his thirst as a damp cloth has on 
a tailor’s hot iron. Whiskey, gin and 
wines are also in short supply.

German pressure in the Centre may 
be designed to ease the situation 
further north and in the south, 
where the Germans have suffered 
new reverses. 

In the South, Marshal Timoshenko’s 
new thrust towards the Dnieper is in 
full swing along the 250-mile front 
between Kharkov and the Sea of Azov. 
Moscow to-night announced the cap- 
ture of an important fortified position 
in the Kharkov sector, while the Ger- 
man radio told of “fierce defensive 
fighting on unfavourable ground.” —

Berlin reports heavy fighting in the 
Kerch peninsula, where it says that 
the Russians have lost 4,000 dead and 
66 tanks in the past few days.

BOMBS ON MURMANSK 


BERLIN, Sunday.—A direct hit by 
a heavy bomb on a ten thousand-ton 
merchant ship during an attack by 
dive-bombers on the harbour of Mur- 
mansk is announced by the official 
German News Agency. ‘“* Heavy 
smoke,’ states the Agency, ‘“‘ was 
observed after the explosion of the 
bomb. The central portion of the 
harbour was seriously damaged. 
Several fighters were powerless to in- 
tercept the repeated attacks. Fires 
and explosions were also caused in the 
barracks on the Rybacki '(Fishermen’s) 
Peninsula.’’—(Reuter.) 


BRITISH AIRMEN BACK 
FROM RUSSIA 


British airmen whose Hurricanes 
have helped to hold the German drive 
against Murmansk are home again. 
They are members of two squadrons 
of a wing sent to Russia to teach Red 
Air Force pilots how to handle the 
12-gun Hurricanes, which have been 
delivered in large numbers. The wing, 
commanded by New Zealand-born 
Wing’ Commander H.“N. G: Rams- 
bottom-Isherwood, made a great im- 
pression on the Russians, who lost 
only one bomber while the British 
E- were escorting them. They have 
anded over their planes and equip- 
ment to the Soviets. By arrangement 
with the Soviet Government, they re- 
turned some time ago, on the com- 
pletion of their mission. 


DEATHS CAUSED BY FIRE 


John R. Brennan, solicitor, aged 62, 
and his wife, Mrs. Eleanor K. Brennan, 
lost their lives early on Saturday last 
in a fire which destroyed their resi- 
dence, Glena, Wexford. Mr. Brennan, 
senior partner in Messrs. Huggard, 
Brennan and Godfrey, solicitors, 
Wexford, was one of the best known 
lawyers in Southern Ireland, and Vice- 
President of the Incorporated Law 
Society. In 1940 he was a member of 
Ferns Diocesan Council of the Church 
of Ireland and Parochial Nominator 
for Wexford. He was the son of the 
late John Needham Brennan, The 
Shrubberies, Kenmare, County Kerry. 
His wife was the daughter of the late 
Martin Huggard, solicitor, Wexford 
They are survived by their son, Mr. 
John Brennan, solicitor, and two 
daughters, Miss M. Brennan and Mrs. 
G. Irvine, Wexford. 

At an inquest held by Mr. Fintan 
O’Connor, solicitor and Coroner, a 
verdict of accidental death, caused by 
smoke suffocation in both cases, was 
passed. 


MR. C. VANDERBILT DEAD 


MIAMI (FLORIDA), Sunday.—Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, the American 
millionaire, has died on his yacht, 
aged 69. Born in New York, in 1873, 
he was the third to bear the family 
name. Although born a millionaire, he 
achieved success as engineer, inventor, 
soldier, financier and business man, 
sufficient to place him near the top in 
any list of these professions. As a 
soldier he reached the rank of 
Brigadier-General, fought in France 
during the first world “war, and was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal and the Belgian (rois de 
Guerre. He was also made a Com- 
mander of the Legion of Honour. An 
enthusiastic yachtsman, he piloted his 
own boat on trips across the Atlantic 
and in the Mediterranean.— (Reuter. )

ALLIED CONVOY 
TORPEDOED 


CANADIAN PORT, Sunday.—One 
hundred and eleven seamen, from four 
Allied ships sunk by submarines in 
mid-Atlantic, and brought to this port 
to-day by a rescue ship, reported the 
possibility that between: six and nine 
ships in the convoy were torpedoed. 

A member of the crew of a sunken 
tanker said seven vessels were tor- 
pedoed the night his ship was sunk, 
and two more were struck next morn- 
ing. He did not know how many 
sank. 

Detection devices indicated that five 
U-boats took part in a wolf-pack attack. 
Another seaman said he believed that 
six ships were torpedoed and that three 
sank, The attack lasted three days.

Animal population—‘‘ I have warned 
several- times that if there is a shortage 
of food inevitably we will have to kill 
the animals. I hope there is nobody in 
this country so unpatriotic as to be 
doing what I am told is being done 
secretly in some places—feeding wheat 
to animals.”’ 

Potatoes—At least another 50,000 
acres were required. Indeed, much 
more could be grown for use as substi- 
tutes for bread. 

Shipping—Space must be reserved for 
importation of commodities not pro- 
duced here. If there was a food short- 
age, shipping space would have to be 
found for food, with a resultant adverse 
effect on industry, and with unemploy- 
inent, damage and cost to the com- 
munity. 

Community kitchens—Referring to 
the difficulties of cooking in cities and 
towns, Mr. de Valera sincerely hoped 
that the situation would not come when 
it would be necessary to have parish 
cooking or “ something of that sort.”’

Milk—If the people doubled their 
consumption, the subsidy on butter 
could be withdrawn and the dairying 
industry put in a far safer position. 


HOT MEALS FOR 


HAT the allowance of at least 
an hour and a-half in the middle 

of the day to enable school children 
to. go home for a hot meal is 
essential, is stated in a letter drafted 
by the Dietetic Council of the 
Medical Association of Eire, which 
the Association’s Executive has sent 
to the Minister for Education and 
the Minister for Local Government. 
The letter, quoted in the current 
issue of the -Association’s Journal, 
refers to another letter received by 
the Council from Dr. Collis and Dr. 
Mowbray about school meals, and 
states that the Council agrees with 
these doctors that the midday break is 
essential, and also considers that an 
adequate hot midday meal should be 
provided. This meal should have an 
energy value of at least 1,000 calories, 
and could be made up of meat or 
cheese, vegetables, potatoes, a cereal 
milk pudding, such as rice or tapioca, 
if available, or an oatmeal or wheaten 
pudding. Eggs ought to be added 
when possible, the letter states, with 
fruit or jam in season. The milk

concludes that the Council considers 
the matter an urgent one. 

Commenting on the letter, The 
Journal remarks :—‘‘ At present the 
reat majority of the children reach 
ome late.in the afternoon, tired out 
by a long day and having lost the 
appetite which was probably - keen 
enough some hours earlier. Their 
appetites are not likely to be stimulated 
by the ‘kept hot’ leavings of the 
family dinner which is the best with 
which they can be provided. 

‘“ Whether the necessary hot meal is 
to be supplied in the school or in the 
home is a matter which has little to 
do with the health of the children, the 
only aspect of the question on which 
the Association can presume to offer 
advice. Nowadays when there is a con- 
siderable shortage of customary foods— 
a shortage likely to be greater as 
months pass—it is all the more neces- 
sary to ensure that the young get a 
solid, nutritious meal at least once in 
the day, at a time when they can 
benefit by it.” 


TEACHERS’ VIEW 


A longer meal hour for school 
children is primarily a question for the 
parents, was the decision of a meetin 
of Dublin City Branch, Irish Nation 
Teachers’ Organisation, held at the 
Teachers’ Club, Dublin, on Saturday, 
Mrs. Batty-Ryan, B.A. (chairman), 
presiding.

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BRITISH PARATROOPS’ 
RAID IN FRANCE 


HE full details of the first British paratroop raid on a German 

garrison in Northern France, on Friday night and Saturday morning, 
are told in a-joint communiqué issued from the Admiralty, War Office 
and Air Ministry in London on Saturday night. 

All three Services took part in the raid, and the whole operation 


occupied little more than two hours. 
A vital radiolocation station at Bruneval, 


twelve miles north of 


Havre, was destroyed ; there was a stern fight, and the German garrison 


was either killed or made captive.

The joint communiqué states:— 

“The following details have been 
received from Combined Operations 
Headquarters in amplification of this 
morning’s communiqué about the para- 
chute raid carried out on the night of 
27th-28th February. The raid, in which 
the Royal Navy, Army and Royal Air 
Force each played an equally important 
and interdependent part, was directed 
against a valuable Corkins radio loca- 
tion unit at Bruneval, twelve miles 
north of Havre. The carrying force of 
R.A.F. bombers force (Commander 


Group Captain Sir Nigel Norman, Bart 


:) 
was led by Wing-Commander P. C. 
Pickar¢, D.8.0., D.F.C. The parachute 
descent force, under the command of 
Major J. D. Frost, was dropped in 
bright moonlight and slight mist within 
easy reach of the objective, despite 
enemy ‘flak’ concentration upon the 
low-fiying aircraft during the run-up. 
Diversionary operations were carried 
out by aircraft of Fighter Command. 

“The ground operations were carried 
out according to plan in the face of 
strong enemy opposition—which opposi- 
tion, however, in view of the known 
value to the enemy of this particular 
radio location station, was not un- 
expected. In spite of all efforts by 
German defence troops, the de gé "od

chutists. Having completed their tasks, 
and carrying with them German 
prisoners, survivors of the garrison, our 
troops made their way to Bruneval 
beach under cover of fire from 
our light naval forces, which had 
meanwhile approached from seaward. 
These forces were commanded by 
Commander F. N. Cook, the Royal 
Australian Navy. 

“The German beach defence taken 
in the rear by the parachutists, and 
covered from seaward by the landing 
craft escort—formed by the Royal 
Fusiliers and the outh Wales 
Borderers home force—were overcome. 
The embarkation was completed in 
good order and all our naval craft 
returned safely to their base escorted 
by aircraft of Fighter Command. From 
this small scale but successful com- 
bined operation all our aircraft have 
returned. Our casualties were very 
light. The next of kin are being 
informed.”’

moonlight. 

One of the parachutists told me that 
they got away just in time. ‘‘The 
Germans had an armoured division 
about 50 miles away, and as we left 
the beach I saw a column of headlights 
coming towards us, though still some 
distance off,’’ he said. 

We were well within “‘enemy waters” 
when the light landing craft left the 
mother ship and went on with the 
escort. . Smali,-dark- shapes in double 
they looked, seen against the 
moonlit sea, like a team of huskies on 
the trail. Though small and apparently 
unarmed, the landing craft stowed 
awa os and ammunition sufficient 
to deal vigorously with either air or 
E-boat attack.

We trust that Mr. de Valera has 
not committed himself to a triple 
entente with his colleague, the 
Minister for Local Government, and 
the City Manager of Dublin. In the 
course of a long speech at Ennis on 
Saturday, he expressed the sincere 
hope that matters would not come to 
such a pass that it would be neces- 
sary to have “ parish cooking or 
something of that sort.” Remarks 
of this nature can be made with 
impunity in Co. Clare, where fuel 
can be had in plenty, but we question 
whether an audience in any one of 
the poorer quarters of Dublin would 
have given a patient hearing to the 
Taoiseach’s pious aspiration. Is it 
possible that, even now, Mr. de 
Valera is unaware of the true con- 
dition of the Dublin poor? Is he 
not aware that most of the existing 
[community kitchens are unable to 
supply the great and growing demand 
upon their services? The Depart- 
ment of Supplies has made so far 
a magnificent mess of its scheme for 
the ‘‘ voluntary ” rationing of bread, 
but, at least, it is good on figures, 
and it probably can tell Mr. de 
Valera by how many tons the con- 
sumption of bread rose during the 
past winter, when, in the national 
interest, a reduction ought to have 
been expected. It probably can tell 
him, too—as, indeed, Mr. Lemass 
has told him already—the reason for 
this increase. If the people cannot 
cook meat and vegetables, they must 
replace them by foods that do not 
require cooking, and virtually the only 
such food is bread. Bread has 
become, to a greater degree than 
ever, the staple of Irish—or, at any 
rate, of Dublin—life. There are a 
dozen reasons, repeated a dozen 
times over in this newspaper and 
elsewhere, why the Taoiseach and his 
Cabinet should welcome the wide- 
spread development of community 
kitchens. The chief of them is that 
it would furnish anything up to ten 
thousand poor families with the 
daily luxury of a well-cooked meal— 
a luxury which few of the poor have 
enjoyed for maffy a long day; but, 
if that is not enough justification, 
Mr. de Valera might pause to con- 
template the very considerable 
saving that it would effect on the 
two commodities of which the 
country stands most grievously in 
want—wheat and fuel. An ounce 
of practice is worth a ton of precept. 
If the Government will not initiate 
this simple and practical means of 
economy, how can it expect the 
people to accept its increasing 
appeals for sacrifice with becoming 
seriousness ? 
The Government’s attitude baffles 
us. It has only to say the word, and 
the Corporation’s great kitchens wil! 
open their doors; but it declines to 
say the word. It has nothing to 
lose—or so little, in proportion to 
the resulting benefit, that the amount 
would be negligible. Voluntary 
labour has risen splendidly to the 
appeal of the existing kitchens, with 
the result that admirable meals can 
be furnished at almost unbelievably 
small cost. Nobody wants Mr. de 
Valera and his colleagues to initiate 
a new, expensive “social service ”’ ; 
the kitchens do not represent a new 
charity in any sense; they can pay 
for themselves, or very nearly. They 
would mean—the point cannot be 
over-stressed—all the difference be- 
tween a daily square meal and 
positive hunger for many thousands 
of Dublin families; and nobody— 
least of all, the Government—would 
be a penny the worse: on the 
contrary, the country’s essential 
supplies of wheat and fuel would 
be conserved. Yet thestrange mulish 
ness persists in high quarters. What 
undiscernible fear lurks at the back 
of the Taoiseach’s mind? Is he 
afraid that the opening of the 
‘‘ official ” kitchens would imply 
that a state of “emergency,” with 
all the connotations of the word, had 
arisen, and would throw the people 
into panic—a people which has 
endured so much already? Is he 
frightened, perhaps, lest what began 
as a temporary measure might end 
as a permanent feature of Irish 
society? We hope and believe t 
the individualism of the Irish 
nature is strong enough to assert 
itself ; but we cannot see why people 
should go hungry, through no fault 
of their own, berause Mr. de Valera 
and his colleagues are terrified of 
the first six letters in the word ‘‘com- 
munity.’’ Rugged individualism 
will not count for much if the 
rugged individuals are enfeebled by 
semi-starvation. At least, if the 
Government is without pity for the 
people at large, let it have some for 
the children. The Dietetic Council 
has added its voice to all the others 
which call. for a longer school 
interval, in order that the children 
may obtain a nourishing meal; and 
this reform, to be effective in the 
majority of cases, demands that the 
community kitchens shall furnish 
the meal. How much longer must 
red tape continue to strangle 
common-sense and common kindness ?

DUTY OF YOUTH 


Sir Stafford Cripps, at a meeting of 
the Anglo-Soviet Youth Friendshi 
Alliance in London yesterday, urge 
that the youth of Great Britain and 
the Soviet Union should work together 
in a common partnership with the 
youth of China, America and European 
countries. ‘‘ Youth in Russia to-day 
has a burning zeal for its country and 
its institutions. It feels that it really 
is its country. It is that sense of 
their direct and vital interest in their 
country that lies behind the enthusiasm 
of the Soviet Union.” 

Questioned about religion in Russia, 
Sir Stafford said that it was a seven- 
day religion, based on idealism, and 
not a one-day-a-week one. 

Lord Wedgwood told the gather- 
ing :—‘* You he had the opportunity 
of hearing Sir Stafford Cripps—our 
future Prime Minister.” (Cheers.) He 
hoped the youth movement would be 
based upon a contemptuous disregard 
of nationalism, because nationalism had 
landed the people where they were to- 
day.—(Press Association.)

Racing in England 


While references to the weather must 
be guarded in view of the importance 
of meteorological information to the 
belligerents, it is no secret that racing 
has been impossible in England for 
the last six weeks. 

This has been a serious matter for 
owners of horses running’ under 
National Hunt Rules, and virtually all 
of them must have found the present 
season an expensive one. In order to 
permit of their picking up as many 
stakes as possible before flat racing 
commences, eight race programmes will 
be customary for the rest of the 
jumping season. 

As a matter of fact, English owners 
and trainers generally are worried 
about the future of racing, even after 
the war finishes; for one of the things 
seriously envisaged in Britain is the 
disappearance of the rich man, and 
the rich man has been the mainstay 
of racing trom its very beginnings as 
an organised sport. 

An Owners’ Association has been 
formed with the object of reforming 
the financial structure of the sport. 


Maretimo 


The othér day as I was going to the 
big gathering that Lady Trimleston 
and her sister, Miss Kay Nixon, 
mustered for their party at Newtown 
House, 1 pondered on the change which 
has taken place in this now populous 
district. 

Newtown House is part of the former 
Cloncurry estate, and the old house 
nearby was one of the first great houses 
built by Lord Cloncurry in a part of 
Dublin not then recognised by the 
aristocracy. 

What a lot of history might be 
written round Maretimo, and what a 
conflict took place there between Lord 
Nicholas, the wealthy peer, and his 
only son, the Hon. Valentine Lawless, 
the great Irish patriot! Young Valen- 
tine represented the rising generation, 
and the leader of thought in Grattan’s 
Parliament. He was completely out 
of sympathy with his father, and 
naturally caused much trouble and 
anxiety to his family. 

It is an interesting fact, not generally 
known, that Lord Nicholas came to the 
rescue of the Government. of the time, 
to help to suppress the Tone expedition 
when Valentine was one of the United 
Irishmen. 
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Bantry Bay 


The consternation caused that nigi 
in Dublin when news came of tive 
arrival of the French Fleet in Bantry 
Bay was extraordinary. While Tone 
was cursing the fates and the weather 
which held up the ships outside Cork. 
the Councillors of State were rushing 
to Dublin Castle, alarmed as to how 
the army could be sent down South 
with the snow and other impediments 
obstructing their route. 

The grea st predicament, however. 
came from the discovery that there 
was not a penny in the military coffers. 
A hurried decision had to be arrived 
at as- to who would supply the neces- 
sary finance, and a deputation was sent 
to Lord Nicholas Cloncurry, who im- 
mediately wrote a cheque for £45,000. 

It was from Maretimo, years later, 
that the Hon. Charlotte Lawless wrote 
those pathetic letters to thé Duke: of 
Portland when her brother was in the 
Tower of London—without avail. Lord 
Nicholas also appealed, telling 
Government that he had voted for the 
Union (against his conscience) to help 
his son. But the old peer died before 
his son’s release, although Charlotte 
merely asked that he might be present 
at his bedside.

Sarah Madigan when she took the 
witness-stand on Saturday last in the 
Central Criminal Court blin, before 
Mr, Justice Gavan Duffy, at the sixth 
day’s hearing of the case in which she 
is char with the murder of her 
husban , Patrick Madigan, a County 
Council worker, of Dough, Kilkee, on 
23rd September last. 

The State's case concluded when Super- 
intendent James Dawson put in a statement 
made by the accused woman to the effect 
that she had put strychnine in milk to kill 
a cat which had been destroying her 
chickens, but that finding the milk had 
turned thick she threw it away. She put 
more strychnine in meat and left it for the 
cat, and later the meat and some more 
chickens disappeared. On the morning of 
25rd September she heard her husband say 
not to get any food ready for him, and 
she did not know what her husband had 
for dinner that day. 

hen the accused woman, Sarah Madigan, 
entered the witness box she said she was 
forty-one years of age, had been married 
twenty-two years, during which time she 
had borne seventeen children. She had lived 
happily with her husband until shortly 

ore his death. Her husband had won a 
gramophone when playing cards and they 
used to hold dances at their house, her 
husband, her children and herself joining in 
with the neighbours. Among these was 
Simon Hassett, a neighbouring farmer. 
Her husband did not pass any comment on 
her dancing too much with Hassett, but 
about July last year he did say that Mrs. 
Hassett had told him some stories and he 
wanted to know if they were true. She did 
not know if she had answered her husband 
then. On another occasion when her husband 
oe to her she denied keeping company with 

assett. Her husband was annoyed. but 
cooled down later. She made notes of the 
accusations, which were to the effect that 
Mrs. Hassett had said that she (Mrs. 
Madigan) was always with her husband— 
that she was with him day and _ night. 
Mrs. Hassett was still making noise in her 
(Mrs. Madigan’s) home. She said that 
twice her husband went to strike her with 
a knife. She had never gone outside her 
own door with Simon Hassett. and had 
never misconducted herself with him or any- 
body else. Her husband, however. seemed 
to think she was going too much with Simon 
Hassett. and she blamed Mrs. Hassett for 
that. Simon Hassett was older than her

Continuing, she described a quarrel, 
during which her daughter Nora got up 
the kettle and her husband made a dive 
for Nora and some of the water scalded his 
face.

ATTITUDE TO E.S.B. BILL 
EMPLOYERS AND UNIONS 
DIFFER 


‘While the Federation of Irish Manu- 
facturers gives a public welcome to the 
Electricity Supply Board (Super- 
annuation) Bill, on account of its pro- 
vision for arbitration on disputes 
between the Board and its workers, the 
trades unions see in the bill only the 
fulfilment of their fears about the 
Trade Union Act, writes an Industrial

democratic countries. It now remained,

{he reports for 1941 of the English Rail- 
ways add little to the information given in 
the preliminary dividend statements, but 
they are interesting for the disclosure that 
no specific allocation has been made for 
war damage on the ground that the provi- 
sion to be made for this is “essentially a 
post-war problem.” Proper comparison can- 
not be made of the total revenue of the rail- 
ways last year outside the fixed rentals, 
But some comparison can be made in re- 
spect of miscellaneous receipts, consisting 
chiefly of interest and dividends 
investments in other undertakings. . 

There was a decline in such receipts of 
the Great Western from £272,799 to 
£256,226, but the revenue from the outside

Excellent reasons can be given for the 
view that investors in the future will show a 
decided preference for home securities, All 
but purely speculative operators would rule 
out Foreign Government and Municipal 
securities with the exception, perhaps, of 
Argentine issues. Brazilian and Chilean 
Government Bonds may see considerably 
higher prices later, but a purchase could 
scarcely be regarded as a prudent opera- 
tion, and it is not to be expected that 
there will be any big scale buying of Oil 
and Rubber shares, even as a mild gamble, 
for some time to come. 

Similarly, many Mining issues are under 
a cloud, though it is to be expected that 
Rand Gold shares will continue to he 
supported. and these issues were firm at 
the end of last week owing to relief that 
the new taxation on the companies pro- 
posed in the South African Budget was no 
worse, but the gains were mainly in shares 
of companies which are approaching the 
producing stage. : 

Despite the big flow of savings into new 
War Loans, it is to be expected that there 
will be a substantial amount of new money 
pressing for employment, and for the rea- 
sons given above the bulk of this is likely 
to go into purely British stocks.

SOVIET-JAPAN REPORT 
NEW YORK STORY DENIED 


NEW YORK, Sanday.—Moscow 
Radio, said the official Soviet News

LL the thrills and excitement of a Cup
